The First American Bible. 


[The following scrap of history, contributed by 
Elder D. P. Sayler, was published in our papers in 
February 1876, but we think it worthy of a wider cir- 
culation, and therefore we here republish it, with 
Brother Sayler’s concluding remarks. ] 


“Dr. Joseph Murray, of Carlisle, Pa., re- 
cently read an essay on the First American Edi- 
tion of the Bible, before the Philadelphia An- 
tiquarian Society. He said: 

‘Although it was in the year 1497 that our 
country had been discovered to England by Ca- 
bot, under Henry VII., yet the first permanent 
colony did not arrive until 1670 on the east 
coast of-Virginia—the very .year in which our 
version .of the Bible was commenced in the 
mother country. In 1620 the stuidy and virtu- 
ous Pilgrim Fathers, having their English Bi- 


-bles with them,reached their New England homes. 


And during almost the entire reign of eight 
sovereigns in succession, the sacred volumé had 
been uniformly imported. During all that time 
not a man or family possessed a Bible — not a 
copy had been read or heard read that had not 
been brought across the Atlantic. True, the 
printing press had been set up.in our land as 
early as: 1639, and though other books were 
printed, vet the early settlers could not print the 
English Bible without being subject to a prose- 
cution from those in’ England and Scotland who 
published it by a patent from the crown cum 
privilegio, as did the University of Oxford and 
Cambridge. Nor did the mother country— 
guilty of such restrictions or monopoly—ever 
grant this permission to her colonized children, 
until at last it was wrested from her, So that 
the first Bible in English with an American print 
was not published till more than 160 years after 
the arrival of the Maytlower. In 1664 the Rev. 
John Eliot had printed at Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, the Bible in the language of the Natick 
Indians. This was the first Bible printed, but 
not being in the English language, a patent cum

‘This rock has an area of about one} 
acre, with a slightly southern aspect. It was 
deeded to the church by Bro. Michael WineS8r., 
now in his eighty-sixth year, who lives in a 
house in which over eighty years ago a yearly 
meeting was held. The house was not more 
than half full of people. An old man from the’ 
South Branch being present, said that the house | 
was so large, there ouzht to be two preachers. | 
_ The Lord has so blessed the labors of the| 
brethren in the Flat Rock District that it has| 
never been necessary to call in the aid of adjoin- 
ing churches in the settlement of any difficulty 
originating in the District.

C. Romulus was th tainjof about 3,000 outlaws, 
who built some huts « hi sealed the Palatine, 
and surrounded them with a wall. This was the ori- 
gin of the most famous city in the world. This wall 
was so low that Remus, the brother of Romulus, 
leaped over it, crying contemptuously, ‘‘Do you call 
this the wall of a city?” For this Romulus traci 
him dead. This was the first blood that crimsoned 
the walls of Rome: 

Very early in the progress of Christianity, there 
was a church founded in this famous and proud city, 
no doubt, by the instrumentality of those who were 
present in Jerusalem on the memorable Peate- 
cost, who were called ‘‘strangers of Rome, Jews 
and proselytes.” The precise time is not now known; 
but Paul wrote his letter to the ‘‘called of Christ” in 
Rome, perhaps, as early as A. D. 56. The object of. 
this epistle was to demonstrate the superiority of the 
gospel to every other system of religion. (Rom- 1: 
16.) During the general persecution of Christians 
by Nero, Paul, a Roman citizen, was beheaded at a 
place called the Salvian waters, about three miles 
from Rome, and his body was interred in the Ostium 
way. on Ww.

Through that visit we got Brother Wolfe’s 
name and address. I then opened up a corres- 
pondence with him, and gave him several in- 
vitations to visit us. As nearly as I can recol- 
lect, in the fall of 1849 we appointed

Brother Samuel Garber and several brethren 
from Ogle Co., Ill., were with ue. Brother 
Wolfe was also invited, and he came. At our 
meeting, our being strangers to cach other, of 
course, led to some inquiry. After counseling 
we all concluded to commune, and to wash feet 
in the single mode (as it is called). 

At the next Annual Meeting Brother Gar- 
ber, I think,'introduced Brother Wolfe, and was 
probably reproved for what we had done. Aft- 
erward Brother Wolfe visited us frequently, and 
was known to the Brotherhood in general. 

Our church at present numbers about sixty 
members. We have four ministers, (two of 
whom are ordained elders, one in the second 
degree, and one in the first degree,) and three 
deacons. We have numbered from forty to six- 
ty for the Jast twenty years, our loss by death 
and migration being balanced by accessions.

The air is swarming with in-| 
sects—those little animated miracles. The wa- 
ters are peopled with innumerable forms, from | 
the animalenle. so that one hundred and fifty 
millions of them would uot weigh a grain, to 
the whale, so large that it seems an island as it 
sleeps upon the waves. The bed of the sea is 
alive with polyps, crabs, star-fishes, and with 
sand-numerous shell aninalcules. The rugged | 
face of rocks is scarred by the silent boring of 
soft creatures, and blackened with countless | 
mussels, barnacles, and limpits. Life. every-| 
where! on the earth, in the earth, crawling, 
creeping, burrowing, boring, leaping, running.

In some countries, particularly in England, we be- 
lieve, it was anciently a custom for all classes to go 
out a-maying early on the first day of May. This 
custom was not confined to the vulgar, but was ob- 
served by noble and royal personages, among whom 
King Henry VIII. and Queen Katherine are recorded 
as having partaken of this diversion. The juvenile 
part of both sexes would rise a little after midnight, 
on the morning of the first of May, and, accompan- 
ied with music and the blowing of horns, would 
walk to some wood, where they would break off 
branches and adorn them with nosegays and crowns 
of flowers, This done, they returned home about 
sunrise and adorned their doors and windows with 
their flowery booty. There were several other May 
customs, which we cannot notice for want of space. 
Pcrhaps most of the May diversions had their origin 
in the heathen observance’ practised at this season of 
the year in honor of Flora, the deity who presided 
over fruits and flowers. May-day is the first of May; 
a May-queen is a young woman crowned with fiow- 
ers as queen at the celebration of May-day. These 
May custonis all seemed to manifest, more or less, a 
liveliness, and joy, and good will, in keeping with 
the lovely spring-time.

The sixth month of the year is called June, from 
the Latin Junius, for Junonius, from Juno,- because it 
was sacred toher. Juno, in Roman mythology, was 
the sister and wife of Jupiter, and the goddess who 
presided over marriages, and who was supposed to 
protect married women. Ovid, in his Fast: (v1. 25), 
makes Juno say that the name was given in honor 


of herself. 


‘‘Ne tamen ignores vulgique errore traharis, 
Junius a/ nostro nomine nomen habet.” 


The worship of Juno throughout the Poloponnes- 
us, and especially at Argos, was of great antiquity. 
The Samians, Spartans, and the inhabitants of Epi- 
daurus, gina, and Byzantium are supposed to have 
derived their knowledge of this deity from Argos. 
The Samians, however, denied this, and asserted 
that she was born at Samos. Her two most cele- 
brated temples were at Argos and Sanmios. She was 
worshiped at Rome with the epithets, Pronuba, Lu- 
cina, and Moneta: Pronuba, as presiding over mar- 
riage; ucina, as bringing children to the light; and 
Moneia, as the warner, to whom a temple was erected 
on the spot where the house of Manlius Capitolinus 
stood.

The seventh month of the year ‘is July. It was 
formerly and originally the fifth month, and in re- 
gard to its numerical station it was called Quintilis by 
the Romans. Thc Latin namc is Julius. It was so 
named at the suggestion of Mark Antony, in honor 
to Julius, the surname of Caius Cesar, the Dictator, . 
who was born in this month. 

By examining the calendar page, under ‘‘aspects 
of planets and other miscellany,” you will notice that 
on the eleventh day of this month the Dog-days be- 
gin. <A great many people do not know why wc have 
about six weeks of Dog-days every year, and why 
these days are so named. We have often heard 
young persons asking questions about thcse Dog- 
‘days, which older persons failed to answer. We will 
try to tell why these days are called Dog-days: A 
Dog-day is one of the days when Sirius, or the Dog- 
star, rises and sets with the sun. But what is Sirius, 
or the Dog-star? Sirius is the brightest star in the 
heavens, and is called the Dog-star because it is in 
the month of the constellation called Canis Major, 
the Greater Dog. Constellations arc clusters or 
groups of fixed stars, situated near each other in 
the heavens, and designated by the names of ani- 
mals, or other terrestrial objects, to which thcy are 
fancifully regarded as bearing some resemblance. If 
the reader will notice this Dog-star, and carefully ex- 
amine the cluster of stars to which it belongs, it may 
be of service to him in reading other parts of the 
heavens. Herschel, a noted astronomer, says: ‘‘The 
constellations seem to have becn almost purposely 
named and delineated to cause as much confusion 
and inconvenience as possible.” J. W. B.

This month was originally called Sextilis, be- 
cause it was the sixth month in the Latin Calen- 
dar, counting from March, the month in which 
the primitive Romans, as well as the Jews, began 
the year. It is said that it retained this. name in 
the Calendars of Romulus, Numa Pompilius, and 
Julius Caesar. However, from the time of Numa’s 
reform it held the cighth place in the series of 
months. Jt derived its new name from Augustus 
Caesar. It;was proposed that September should bear 
because he was born in 
this month; but he preferred’ Sextilis, because it 
“stood next to July, which had been named after his 
predecessor Julius, and for the farther reasons that 
in this month he ‘‘had entered upon his first consul- 
ship—had celebrated three triumphs in the city— 
had received the allegiance of the soldiers who had 
occupied the Janiculum—had subdued Egypt,. and 
put an end to civil war.” From a consideration of 
these things it seemed that this month was ‘propi- 
tious to the empiré, and the Senate ordained that it 
should bear the name of Aususius. 

In the Alban or Latin Calendar this month con- 
sisted of twenty-eight days: in that of Romulus, of 
thirty days, Numa gave it twenty-nine; Julius Ca- 
sar restored it to thirty; and Augustus Cesar, from 
whom it derived its present name, added one day 
more, making thirty-one. Some persons imagine 
that there must be something in the grand machin- 
ery of nature to determine the number of days in 
each month. . This is a mistake, as it depends entire- 
ly on the will of persons in power. If wehave 
twelve months in the year, reason would say that 
the first, third, &c., should consist of thirty days, 
and the "second, fourth, &c., of thirty-one, except 
the twelfth, which in common years should have but 
thirty days, and in Jeap years thirty-one. But if 
reason were to decide this matter, she would give us 
thirteen months in a year, the’ first of which should, 
have twenty-nine days, and all the otbers twenty- 
eight, except that the thirteenth should also have 
twenty-nine days in all Jeap years. Such a calen- 
dar would afiord very many advantages over the 
present confused notation.

The history of these days tells us that, at first, 
these days were not uniformly observed by different 
(How about the price of 
grain then?) The Ember-days are certain days set 
apart for fasting and prayer—for imploring the bless- - 
ing of the Almighty on the produce of the earth—in 
each of the four seasons of the year. Their observ- 
ance was first appointed by Pope Calixtus, in the 


_| third century ; but it was the Council of Placentia, 


A. D. 1095, that said the Ember-days should be the 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday after the first Sun- 
day in Lent, the feast of Whitsuntide, the feast of 
the Holy Cross (Sept. 14th), and St. Lucia (Dec. 13th). 
The Wednesday of our Annual Meeting is always 
(by the present arrangement) an Ember-day ; but the 
Apostolic Pentecost was about two hundred years 
before the bishop of Rome had made the Ember- 
days. . Calixtus also ordained that these seasons 
should be especially: devoted to the preparation of 
the clergy before their ordination; and the Sundays 
immediately following these seasons are still appoint- 
ed by the thirty-first canon of the Church of England 
for the ordination of ministers. The Church should 
be careful how she sets apart certain days for espe- 
cial services, lest these days, in generations to come,

The last night of this month is called Hallow-een, » 
or Hallow Eve, because it is the night immediately 
preceding’ All- Hallows or All-Saints day, the first of 
November; a feast dedicated to all the saints in 
general. On Hallow-een it is costumary, in many 
places, for rude persons to play tricks on their neigh- 
bors, throwing shelled. corn against their walls and 
windows, throwing cabbage heads in at the doors of 
their houses or down their chimneys, running off 
calriage wheels, building fences across roads, or hid- 
ing some ar ticle that is much used.

The eleventh month of the year is called November, 
from Novem, nine, because it was the ninth month of 
the old Roman year. This month by the ancient Saxons 
was called Blot-monath (blood month), the month of 
sacrifice, because at this season the heathen Saxons made 
provision for winter but offered in sacrifice many of the 
animals that were then killed. It was common at this 
season to slaughter oxen, sheep, hogs, &c., for the use 


of the following winter. The stock of salted meat pre- 


pared at this time was to last through the winter, and 
till vegetation was sufficiently advanced to enable them 
to resume the use of fresh provisions. This is common 
in many portions of the United States and other places, 
no doubt, because it is the most suitable and best time 
for it, J. W. B.

We are impressed with the thought that it 
was the Divine purpose to conceal this time, lest super- 
stition should abuse it. It is,however,right for Chris- 
tians to meet for the worship of God at any time; and it 
is certainly much better to improve Christmas-day in 
religious sworship than to spend it in carousing, and 
gambling, and driaking as many do. We suggest, how- 
ever, that the Christmas-tree planted in many of the 


churches on this day is an abomination in the sight of 


God, and we should oppose such things in every lawful 
and expedient way.
